It has been hailed as the “Treasure of Sierra 
Madre,” and “Queen of the San Gabriels.” 

It is officially immortalized in the Guinness 
Book of Records as the world’s largest blossom¬ 
ing plant, with branches over 500 feet long and 
an estimated million and a half blossoms. 

Sierra Madre will mark the 93rd birthday of 
its world-famous Wistaria Vine with the 67th 
annual public viewing on Sunday, Mar. 29, from 
noon to 4 p.m., at its location on the north¬ 
west corner of Carter and Hermosa Avenues. 

The Sierra Madre Beautification Committee 
is sponsoring the open house once again this 
year, free of charge. The only requirement for 
visitors: an abiding love of flowers. 

The vine’s ancestral history dates back to 
the time of Marco Polo who brought it to Eur¬ 
ope in the 13th Century from China where it 
had graced temples and palace pergolas for thou¬ 
sands of years as a divine plant, favored by hea¬ 
ven and the gods themselves. 

Nobody seems to know where Sierra Madre’s 
spelling of wisteria originated, but the man who 
first named it was Henry Wistar, so the “a” 
spelling, instead of “e” should be correct. 

Since it is world-famed, we also capitalize 
its title; “The Wistaria Vine” — Sierra Madre’s 
one and only. 

Offspring of our vine have traveled far and 
wide. Slips have been distributed on various oc¬ 
casions and the Beautification Commiiiee will 
again distribute free packets of seeds from the 
vine to visitors on the 29lh, to help in perpetuating 
the beauty of the renowned plant, 
plant. 

Our vine started its career as a 75 cent seedling, 
planted by Mrs. William F. Brugman in 1894. 
By 1913, when the H.T. Fennels bought the pro-

At one of the longest Sierra Madre Planning 
Commission meetings on record, ending at 1:02 
a.m., commissioners addressed all of the agenda 
items and made rulings on most of them, con¬ 
tinuing those that dealt with the transition from the 
old code to the newly-adopted code. 

An urgency ordinance, to be .sent to the City 
Council, requests that R-3 rules pertain to R-2 
zone development. It reads, “The regulations and 
limitations pertaining to the R-3 zone siwll control 
and be the effective developmental standards in 
the R-2 zone.’’ 

A request to build six units at 46 - 48 Esper- 
anza was continued to the Apr. 16 meeting to allow 
the applicant, A & K Development Co., to amend 
his application. There was tnuch opposition from 
surrounding single home owners.

Caroly Coker, local au¬ 
thor whose first book,

Coker came to Sierra 
Madre 15 years ago from 
icvas. “I was determined 
not to like it because of 
Steinbeck,” she told vol¬ 
unteers who were honored 
at Sierra Madre Library 
with the traditional 
brunch last Thursday 
morning. She said she has 
learned to enjoy Californ¬ 
ia, but particularly Sierra 
Madre. 

About the many volun¬ 
teers in Sierra Madre, she 
quoted from the diction¬ 
ary, “Volunteer is one 
who enters into any ser¬ 


vice or hazardous under¬ 
taking of his or her own 
free will.” She chuckled 
when she noted that the 
library volunteers who 
were honored that day 
were not really involved 
in “hazardous undertak¬ 
ings.” 

Coker dropped a cou¬ 
ple of teasers about her 
new book but left it up 
to the audience to discov¬ 
er the plot. 

“So many people want 
to write. So many books 
have been written and so 
few are published. Often 
people think ‘What’s the 
use?’ and quit writing,” 
she told the group. Coker 
still attends writing class 
where she has received so 
much special instruction 
from Paul Gillette. 

The seed for her first 
book came when she went 
to Florence, Italy, and 
saw the statue of David 
for the first time.

30,000 visitors each year and necessitating the ad¬ 
dition of extra Red Cars to transport the throngs. 

In the 1930s Mrs. W. J. Lawless took over 
the vine property and lavished over S60,000 on 
landscaping and beautification of the grounds, add¬ 
ing a spacious dining room and outdoor gathering 
places. 

The Wistaria Fete of 1931 was perhaps the 
crowning event of all the fetes. An oriental theme 
was adopted and from the numerous press clip¬ 
pings covering the affair come the following ac¬ 
counts: 

“Chinese pagodas, booths topped with dra¬ 
gon joss houses and the Chinese fish, will 
feature the Wistaria Fete this year. Around these 
will move throughout the fete, women and girls 
in bright-hued coolie coats and pajamas, carry¬ 
ing out in detail the motif suggested by the Chinese 
vine.” 

Twice daily tours of Sierra Madre’s other beau¬ 
tiful gardens were included in the events and art 
exhibitions were featured in the Little Art Gallery, 
the Sierra Madre School and in local artists’ 
studios. The exhibitions included paintings by fa¬ 
mous artists, work by talented students and a dis¬ 
play of professional and amateur photography. 
Work of noted local poets, authors and musicians 
comprised still other exhibits. 

Newspapers announced “Thousands Throng 
to See Beautiful Wistaria Fete” as the event con¬ 
tinued and finally, 20 days later, “Blooms Gone, 
City’s Great Fete Closes.” 

One account noted “Over 30(X) dinners, teas 
and luncheons were served to hosts of visitors 
who came from ail Southern California and such 
widely separated parts of the world as Alaska 
and the Belgian Congo. No accurate check was 
kept on the throngs, but parking lots amply able 
to take care of 5000 cars had to turn many 
away.” 

Flower lovers still come to pay their res¬ 
pects to the “Queen of the San Gabriels,” now 
spreading over two gardens. The home of Mr. 
and Mrs. Robert L. Soli, at 505 N. Hermosa, 
contains the roots and giant trunk, with the branch¬ 
es spreading to the north to encompass the gar¬ 
den of Mr. and Mrs. Joseph L. Feeney. Both 
families, like their predecessors, willingly and gen¬ 
erously share the beauty of their world famous 
vine. 

Visitors once again, on Sunday, Mar. 29, 
will be rewarded with one of the world’s most 
enchanting scenes and each will carry away a 
momento — a packet containing “Treasure of 
Sierra Madre” — seeds from our Wistaria.

should be limited to management and suppression 
and not involve the association.” He also request¬ 
ed a letter of intent from McRea. 

Plans for the new police and fire facility 
have grown considerably since it was originally 
brought to the council. The two-story facility now 
provides a second story for locker facilities for both 
males and females among fire and police personnel; 
new fire quarters on the second story and pro¬ 
vides for an extension of the apparatus bay 22 feet 
for additional equipment and gives direct access to 
the second story lockers from the rear of the bay. 

It also converts the joint meeting room/ 
kitchen area to the police department facilities for 
meetings, training and storage. And it converts the 
restroom and old locker facilities to primary use 
by the fire department with limited use for stor¬ 
age or an exercise room. 

Although no final figure was given the council, 
the second story addition is estimated at $75 
per square foot and' the apparatus bay expan¬ 
sion at $40 per square foot. 

Councilman Sam Simpson made the motion 
that the council accepf the concept of design and 
instruct the architect to prepare complete drawings. 
It passed unanimously. 

Instead of approving Ordinance No. 1032 
regarding amending the R-2 Zone development 
standards to utilize the newly-adopted R-3 stan¬ 
dards, an urgency ordinance sent to the council 
from the Planning Commission, councilmembers 
chose to continue the matter to a future meeting. 

Also continued to the Apr. 14 meeting of the 
council is the Central Business District discussion 
that was on Tuesday evening’s agenda. They will 
address parking problems and discussed talking with 
owners of Sierra Madre retail properties. 

Rex Smith has been nominated by the Sierra 
Madre Commission in Aging, Inc. as Older Ameri¬ 
can Recognition Award recipient at the annual May 
meeting of county supervisors and the council 
agreed unanimously. 

Chamber of Commerce President David May 
told the council that the chamber would like to 
retire from sponsorship of the Fourth of July 
activities and explained that a standing committee 
had been formed to pick up the responsibility.
